FOR THE UNITED STATES. 
‘That the Danish folk high ‘schools 


‘for “grownups,”- which— -have-- made}. -. 


possiblé the recent. wonderful develop- 
ment -in rural Denmark, can be suc- 
cessfully transplanted in modified 
form to the United States, is the con- 
'clusion..reached by H. W.. Foght of 


the United Stales Bureau of Educa-|* 


tion in a bulletin just issued. . Mr. 
Foght .has' studied..both ‘the Danish 
schools and American rural conditions 
‘at first hand, and he believes that 
what the Folk high schools have done 
for rural civilization in Denmark they 
ean do for the United States. 


The place to introduce the new type 
of school is the region known as the 
South Atlantic Highland, according 
to Mr. Foght, embracing all. of West 
Virginia, 42 counties in western _Vir- 


‘i ginia; 23 in western North Carolina; 


and. 4 in western South Carolina; 25 
in northern Georgia; 17 in northeast- 
ern Alabama; 45 in eastern Tennes- 
see, .and. 36 in eastern Kentucky. it 
is not that these sections are neces- 
sarily behind other parts of the coiiil- 
try in education, though much. illiter- 
acy prevails, but that the peculiar lo- 
cal’ conditions..demand some institu- 
tion like the Danish schools. :
